A WIFE DISCOVERS THE LIFELESS 
BODY OF HER HUSBAND, 


4nd Picking Up the Bleeding Remains Brings Them 
to the House—The Murder of George Harde- 
man by Orawford Whiteheud in Oconee 
OCounty—News From Over the State, 


ATHEN#, July 11.—[Special.]—One of the most 
cold-blooded and heartless murders that has hap- 
pened for years in this section occurred on Friday 
evening in Dark Corner district, Oconee county. 
The particulars of the difficulty, as near as couid 
be gathered, are about as follows: George Harde- 
man, the murdered map, had rented the McNor- 
ton place, in Dark Corner district, and rented a 
portion of the place to Crawford Whitehead, Evy- 
erything went on smoothly until Whitehead’s 
crop got considerably in the grass, and Hardeman 
went to him and told him that thecrop must be 
worked. Whitehead did not pay much attention 
to the warning, and did not seem to care much 
whether the crop was worked or not. 

This brought forth hard feelings between the 
two,which resulted so fatally to Hardeman’ Friday 
evening. Crawford Whitehead, armed witha 
double barrelled shotgun, went to where Harde- 
man was at work in a field, near his house, and 
the trouble was renewed, and he shot Hardeman, 
killing him instantly. Mrs. Hardeman, wife of 
ibe murdered man, hearing the firing of the gun, 
went to the field and found the lifeless body of her 
husband. She picked up the bleeding remains 
and carried them to the house. Whitehead, after 
he had committed the bloody deed, left for parts 
unknown. Hardeman is represented as a hard 
working, inoflensive man,

The changes made were in the 
interest of certain business men of this coun- 
try, and were principally in relation to tobac- 
co. Tke Spanish officials have not )ook- 
favorably upon ~~ the second 
treaty. The minister of foreign affairs 
especially was indisposed to negotiate. He 
thought, end so intimated, that the first trea- 
ty sbould have had final consideration by the 
eenate; thatit should have been either rati- 
fied or rejected and not withdrawn before fin- 
el action was taken. In his argumeat with 
Foster on the proposed second treaty, he took 
the ground that Spain had agreed to one re- 
ciprocity treaty; that the United States gov- 
ernment had not acted upon it 
and under these circu mstances 
his government could not continue negotia- 
tions. The first treaty elicited much discus- 
sion in the newspapers of this country after 
its publication, and considerable opposition to 
it was manifested. It was also antagonized 
in the senate. On Mareh 12th, President 
Cleveland sent a message to the senate, with- 
drawing the treaty, so that it might be exam- 
ined and considered by the new administra- 
tion. Foster, some weeks later, was instructed 
to return to Spain and reopen negotiations 
for a similar treaty containing the modifica- 
tions referred to above.

Judge Hutchings lectured them 
severely, remarking that while he had no au- 
thority to call outa gatling battery to deal 
with a mob who, through their lawless acts, 
were inciting to riot and bloodshed, he would 
deal with therm when brought before him in 
court. They were then fined $10 and costs 
eack. 
assault on the screw works, were immediately 
rearrested, charged with inciting to riot, and 
their case will be heard on Monday. The 
strikers were very quiet this morning, rema n- 
ing at their homes. 

THE MANUFACTURERS STANDING FIRM. 

East SaGinaw, Mich.,July 11.—The strikers 
met at Morrill & Co.’s mill, opposite this city, 
this morning and proceeded owe the river to 
Zulwaukee, closing all the mills that had not 
previously shutdown. Since noon the only 
mills running are those of the Saginaw salt 
end lumber company, at Crow island, and the 
Jesse Hoyt mill, and both these are now being 
closed. The manufacturors have taken no 
eteps whatevertoward an adjustment of the 
matter, and appear wholly indifferent. Oneor 
two are anxious to run, but with those 
exceptions they propose to be idle a week or 
two at least, it notlonger. But very few of 
the mill operators at this end of the river 
bave joine#the strikers. In fact, not over six 
per cent. The Tittabawasse Boom company 
will shut down rafting and delivering logs 
tonight, until the mills start up again. Many 
of the mill men declare they will not, under 
any circumstances, accede to the demands of 
the strikers. 

DILLY DALLYING AT BAY CITY. 

Bay City, Mich., July 11.—At meeting be- 
tween committees from the mill owners and 
strikers at the council chamber this afternoon, 
no agreement was arrived at. The mill own- 
ers expressed their willingness to concede to 
ten hours a day but would submit to no dicta- 
tion as to whom they should employ or how 
much they should pay. The strikers would 
make no concessions and the meeting closed 
without settlement. 

THEY KEEP ON INBISTING. 

Pirrsnvure, Pa., July 11.—The time given 
to the striking nailers by the Western nail as- 
sociation, to either accept the manufacturers 
terms or forfeit their positions, expired at 
noon today, without any of the strikers re- 
turning to work. They insist on last year’s 
scale of wages.

THE ANGLO-RUSSIAN EQUABBLE. 

Doubts are pow expressed as to whether the 
ameer of Afghanistan will consent to the pro- 
posed British cantonment of Candahar through 
fear that his subjects may revolt and replace 
AyooubgKbhan on the Afghan throne and 
drive the whole British interest out of 
Aitghanistan. The Russian embassy in London 
intimate that the definition of the Zulficer, to 
which the czar is willing to agree to, 
cedes to the ameer nothing but 
pass proper, and under no _  con- 
tideration will it include in cession any po- 
sition commanding the pass. Rumor is cur- 
rent tonight that a convention 
onthe entire Afghan question is practically 
concluded between England and Russia and 
that its terms will soon be made public. 

The fact that W. H. Smith, new minister of 
war, bas rescinded the prohibition which the 
marquis of Hartington, Gladstone’s war min- 
ister, instituted only a few months ago against 
the voluntary retirement from the army, it 
taken sto indicate that the governmen 
has peaceful prospects. General Wolseley af- 
ter consulting with the government, on his 
arrival in London, will be granted ashort fur- 
lough.

land, but that he refuses to issue any mani- 
festo to Irish people on the subject. The Par- 
nellite policy is té give support as far as pos- 
sible to the conservatives, in order to “even 
up’’ the chances of regular tory and liberal 
parliamentary candidates so that home rule 
members, whom Parnell expects his party to 
‘ have in next parliament, may have the cer- 
tainty[of possessing a balance of power. With 
that possession the home rule vote could be 
thrown either way. 

The discovery of a blunder in the admiralty 
accounts was brought about by an estimate 
which a prominent official was required to 
make ofexpenses of the department up to 
June26th. His figures were found to be the 
seme as those which had been given by Chil- 
ders, liberal chancellor of exchequer, fora 
period ending three weeks earlier. This 
remarkable result induced Sir Mi- 
chsel Hicks Beach, tory chancellor 
of exchequer, to make an investigation.

SANCTIFICATION. 


RCLINESS, AND ITS BELIEVERS 
AND TEACHINGS, 


Somethirg About the Recently Introduced Religious 
Wave Thet is Oresting Such Excitement in the 
State -A Talk with Ite Leaders — How the 
Heliness Meeting ie Conducted. 


LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., July 11.—{Special Corres- 
pondence.}—‘‘These religious meddiers haye run 
him to his death,’’ said an intimate friend of the 
unfortunate Turner,who ended his life so strange- 
ly in Stone Mountain last Wednesday morning. 

“To whom do you refer?’ the speaker was 
eskec. 


"To these holiness people whose wild ravings 
upset Mr. Turner’s mind, thus sending him on 
his career of self destruction. The last time I saw 
him he had the look of a frenzied man, He was 
wrought up over the preaching whic& called for 
greater perfection on earth than itis possible for 
man toentertain. He had committed himself to 
the doctrine of entire sanctification,only to awake 
to the fact that he was the same frail man as ol 
yore, with the same daily battle to fight against 
sip, and with the same terrible temptatiens be- 
setting him. Feeling that he was eternally lost 
owing to his inability to experience the myth 
called perfect love he gave way to dispair, and the 
strychnine phial tells the rest of the story.’’ 

*Yes,’’ said another gentleman, a well known 
Methodist, “the conduct of these people will bring 
about a schism in the church. They are bent upon 
rule or ruin, and if tney cannot have their own 
way they will drive off large numbers of mem- 
bere.”” 

These opiniors, #0 emphatically expressed, 
aroused a curiosity to go to the bottom of thesub 
ject, to find out: 

1, Whether the ‘‘entirely sanctified’’ held the 
extreme position ascribed to them ; and 

2. Was Mr. Turner's death brought about by his 
disappointment with the results of bis experience. 

THE STORY TOLD OVEB, 

Rey. M. D. Turner was a graduate of 
Emory college, His marriage to a lady ofl 
the Pierce family brought him iato 
close relationship with the most prominent ele- 
ments of Methodism in Georgia. He was regarded 
asa man of genius, somewhat peculiar, as men of 
senius are, yeta man who was bound to stand high 
in the councils of hischurch. His assignment to 
the pretty little church in this city brought him 
into a district where the new doctrine of entire 
sanctification has tound its strongest lodgment. 
To its truth be became a ready convert. The dis- 
trict conference, attended by holiness meetings, 
was announced to begin here last Wednesday, and 
the preachers and delegates began to arrive on 
Tuesday eyenivg. Mr. Turner, as pastor of the 
local church,’ was of course concerned witn the 
reception and entertainment of the guests. Pre- 
siding Eider Parks was surprised at the absence of 
the usually attentive pastor. Inquiry,of Mrs. 
Turner developed the fact that he had not 
been seen since the early morning. The lady be- 
came alarmed, and her fears were shared by others. 
The town was thrown into consternation. Bodies 
of men were detailed in various directions, and 
when night came the moving lanterns throughout 
the flelds and forests of Gwinnett presented a 
wierd scene. The party which was assigned to the 
Stone Mountain road secured the trail of the 
missing man, Their search resulted in the devel- 
opment of the story of the suicide, and the finding 
of the letter which told the terrible despair ol the 
man who could write thus: 

“T have lost faith’and hope for this world, and 
the world tocome, * * * Ihave shown myself 
a recreant to every vow that one takes when he 
mairicsa wife, * * * I see but one way—sui- 
cide! * *. * I have lost all feeling and proper 
conception of my crime.”’

He Weald Become Prominent in Texas. 
LAWRENCE. Mass., July 11.—E. F. Richardson, 
of the Lawrence Rifle club, today broke the best 
hand markmanship, seor- 
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‘ who 
‘is looked fipon as the most prominent spokesman 
of the disciples of holiness, was about entering the 
pulpit to speak on the very subject upon which he 
was to be interviewed. 

Presiding Elder Parks gave direction to the oc- 
cssion by saying: 

‘If you bave never seen a holiness meeting, stay 
with us tonight, and you will be enlightened.’ 

Accepting the suggestion the correspondent 
stowed himselfawsy in anobscure corner and 
roted what followed, 

The church was well filed, there being within 
the walls five hundred people. Rev. Mr. Parks de- 
livered the opening prayer, after which Rey. W. 
A. Dodge gave out the lines of “The Lily of the 
Valley,” which was sung with good 
effect. He also delivered a short prayer, which he 
concluded by saying: 


Oh Lord, sanctify all believers here tonight. 
Break down all opposition. Make those pray wno 
never prayed before. . Bless also the Baptists and 
the Presbyterians of this place. Scatter this holy 
fire until it burns out notonly Georgia, but the 
whole union. 


The hymn ‘“‘Satisfied’’ seemed to answer assent 
to the invocation of the preacher. 
THE NECESSITY OF “‘ENTIRE SANCTIFICATION.” 


Rev. W. A. Dodge, whose magnificent figure is 
s0 well known in Atlanta, then proceeded with 
his subject. He described the interior of Solo- 
mon’s temple, which wasan émblem of the fu- 
ture. There were no doors to this temple, but 
two veils. Pasting the first veil the people ‘stood 
in a boly place. Beyond the second veil was 
the holy of holies. But once a _ ~year, and 
then with dreadful solemnity,the high priest dared 
to draw the curtain, and to craw! to the holy spot, 
while the{people withont stood with bated 
breath, lest the priest should meet his death. The 
man who entered within had to bring with hima 
clean heart, else he would bestruck dead. Hence 
the susperse of the people. The preacher drew 
the parable from thie, that the converted stood 
in the outer temple, while the ‘‘sanctified’”’ were 
in the inner.temple. ‘It takes a bold man,” said 
the preacher, ‘‘to stand up before the people in 
order to declare his entire sanctification. When 
he has to face not only the world, the flesh and 
the devil, but often the church, it requires more 
than human boldness tostand up and proclaim 
the truth. Entire sanctification was the doctrins 
of the early prophets, the patriarchs, the 
prophets of Israel, the early Chris- 
tian church, and oh, my brethren, it was the doc- 
trine of Wesley himself, taught in his preachings 

and in his writings. It was the very occasion of 
Wesley's ministry. It is the doctrine of the Meth- 
odist church today, and is taught boldly in the 
book of discipline under which the Methodist 
church now works. Itis nota vuew doctrine, it is 
not an innovation, but itis a renewal of the origi- 
pal truth which so many have forgotten. Wesley 
taught that men are justified before they are sanc- 
tified.’’ 

Pausing in the midst of an impassioned appeal 
the preacher exclaimed with great emphasis: 

“Without holiness no man can see the Lord. 
Uniess we get sanctified, we cannot enter the 
kingdom of heaven. Wesley had the second 
blessing. @ had Asbury, Coke, Payne, 
Marvin and others all over the 
world, and of various shades of 
belief. Sometimes yeu will fiada“D. D.”’ (God 
biess them) scoff at the doctrine. The Lord give 
us boldness tonight to declare ourselves." The 
preacner referred to the fact that the preaching of 
holiness bad been neglected to such au extent, 
notwithstanding that it was the foundation of 
Methodism, that the doctrine was treated as a cu- 
riosity. Yearsago, a district conference was held 
in Sparta. The reporter of the Augusta Chronicle 
wrote to his paper: ‘‘Nothing of note happened at 
the conference, except that Asbury Dodge got 
sanctified.”’ 

‘Bless God, for that,’’ interrupted a listener. 

“You'’vegot to experience sanctification,” re 
sumed the preacher. “Ne matterif your wife is 
against it. No matter if your presiding elder is 
against it, the testimony of Hebrews xii, 14 is that 
witbout it you cannot enter heaven.” 

“But,’’ said the preacher, ‘some object that we 
should not assert it of ourselves, 
The Sist Pealm shows that David 
deciared himself thirty-five time. We 
muxt dismiss the world and its votaries from 
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mind. It is me and God, not me and the church, 
between whom this question must besettled. It 
is Jesus and me, no matter what the church does 
or thinks— no matter whatthe conference does. 
Itis the church which must come out of the wil- 
derners."’ 

(This declaration was met by “amens”’ from all 
paits of the house.) 

Mr. Dodge resumed: Within the frst veil of 
the temple there stood a candlestick; butin the 
holy of holies it was dark—the priest could only 
enter there with the light of faith. Sclence 
and philosophy cannot point out 
the way to faith—-we must simply 
trust, Dr. Inskip was once asked to explain the 
process of sanctification. He answered that he 
could not—that God did not, but required of us 
implicit faith, A“D. D.” may kneel down and 


| pray, buta little child can tell whether faith is 


there. The great obstacle to sanctification is the 
telf-impertance of the sinner, He isa judge,a 
chureb officer—he cannot bend. Mr. Dodge ex« 
plained that when he was pastor of St. Paul's in 
Atlanta he kept the officers in one night and went 
down before them and acknowledged that he was 
not what be oughtto have been, It wasa strug- 
gle with pride, but he arose the yictor and has 
never lost the happy feeling gained that night, 
EXPERIENCING SANCTIFICATION, 

At the conclusion of Mr. Dodge's sermon, 
which evidently struck a responsive 
chord, ‘the holiness meeting proper began, and 
the correspondent got an insight of what Mr. 
Parks had promised him. Mr. Dodge stood in the 
center of the platform, supported by Mr. Parks 
and halfa dozen workers, He called for those 
who were entirely sanctified to rise to their feet. 

Forty-eight stood up. Of the "number twelve 
were women, and a large proportion of the re- 
mainder were young men of from filteen to 
twenty. 

On the second ca)l eighteen more stood up, 
among them a prominent Georgia politician, late- 
ly a citizen of Atlanta, 

By this time considerable excitement had been 
worked up,and the assembly knelt for prayer 
from Mr. Parks and a lady. 

On arising Mr. Dodge resumed: 
salvation?’ 

‘I do,”’ a voice responded. 

“Through the blood of Jesus Christ?’ 

“Yes, and my sinsare completely washed a vay."’ 

Mr. Dcedge, joined by the congregation, led of: 


‘*‘T can, and I will, and I do believe 
That Jesus saves me now.”’ 


This wassupg with a rotary motion, and the 
wave of sound seemed toswing from side to side 
of the building until the lines appeared to meet 
each other as follows:

A HOLINESS SYMPOSIUM, 

As your correspondent ascended the steps to the 
hospitabie mansion of Hon. W. E. Simmons, he 
was met by two of Lawrenceville’s fairest young 
ladies, who had filled their hats with pears, and 
were dispensing them to the visitors. 
Joining Rev. W. A. Dodge and Presiding Elder 
Parks, yeur correspondent explained to them 
the misunderstanding regarding their doctrines, 
the rumors current, and suggested a frank matter- 
of-fact statement of the points at issue, shorn of 
all merely technical features. To this those gen- 
tlemen readily assented. 

“The revival of holiness preaching,” said Mr. 
Dodge, as he threw himself upon an easy lounge, 
“dates from 1856, when Mrs Phoebe Palmer began 
her publication work. It was not until 1858, how. 
ever, that a decided impetus was given to it i 
New York city, where meetings were held, which 
were followed all overthe country. About six 
years ago Rey. Mr. Inskip visited St. James church 
of Augusta, where he preached a series of sermons 
on the subject. This gave the 
first start towards organization ia 
Georgia, A few weeks later, the dis. 
trictconference being in session in Warrenton, 
Rev. Mr. Jarreil and I met underan oak tree, whick 
stillstands. We talked the matter over, and re- 
solved to ask Rev. Tom Pierce, who was presiding 
elder at that time, to let us holda holiness meet- 
ing alter the conference wasover. We held the 
meeting, which was attended with much interest. 
The next meeting was held in Milledgeville, in 
1881. In 1882 we met in Griffin and in the spring 
of 1883, we organized the holiness association of 
Georgia, underthe direction of the Methodist 
church. At that time there were one thousand 
eanctified people in Georgia. In the fall of 1883 
we met in Warrenton, where we were addressed 
by Bishop Pierce. In the spring of 1854 we met in 
Gainesville, and in the fall of the same year in St. 
John’s church, Angusta. The conference 
of the present year was held in the 
First church oof Athens. Besides these 
we haye held many local and district meetings, 
The South Georgia conference has now an assooia- 
tion of its own, with Bev. Dr. Keys, of Columbus, 

aa president. The North Georgia association is 
now officered thus: 

Rev. Mr. Jarrell, president. 

Rev. William Parks, vice president. 

Rev. W. C. Duniap, second vice president. 

Rev. G. H. Pattillo, third vice president, 

Rey. G, W. Duvall, fourth vice president. 

Rev. W. A. Dodge, secretary. 

Mr. Josiah Miller, treasurer. 

THE DOCTRINE EXPLAINED. 


This having compieted the story of the organi- 
zation, Mr. Dodge was asked to explain what the 
doctrine of entire sanctification meant. 

"The human side,’’ replied Mr. Dodge, “‘is the 
consecration of self to God; the divine side is the 
cleansing from inbred sin, The application of 
the doctrine is the consecration of self, when God 
will cleanse the heart through the bileod of 
Christ by the agency of the spirit. To make the 
matter plainer, the Methodist church believes 
and teaches that entire sanctification takes place 
during the present life instead of in the life to 
come. Count Zinzendorf taught that couversi»s 
and sanctification were co.acident; tnat one cou 4 
rot take plece without the other. Wesley, on t+ 
contrary, held that men was frst converted, aul 
that sanctification was a second gift, 

“Ig sanctification necessary *"’ 

*Yes.”’ 

“What, then, becomes of that large body of 
Methodists who, having goue through the expe 
rience of having been born again, conscientious 
ly cannot go any further?’ 

**ag in the case of Infants. whose burdens our 
Lord takes upon Himself in order that they mey 
be saved, so converted persons in the charch, beu- 
estly ignorant of ranctification, will be held up 
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him, if he rejects it, to be put out in the dark. I 
know of many instances of this.’’ 

“Are there not marked differences of opinion 
among Methodists on this subject?’’ 

“There are, but we are on the old Wesleyan plat- 
form. We hold the fort, and have got all the guage. 
The great want of the church is to get back ons 
spiritual platform.”’ 

‘Is asanctified man beyond the possibility of 


sin?” 
‘No, for Adam fell, and the angels fell, and we 


might fall, too, ifwe did not watch and pray. 
In the sanctified state the temptations 
sre. adi from without and find no 
fym pathetic response in the heart 
of the entirely consecrated, while in the justified 
state this is not the case. The sanctified man has 
the power pot only to decline to commit sin, but 
feels no inclination toward it. Man’s destiny de- 


pends on grace.”’

‘Ofcourse we are no more 
responsibie for that sad occurrence than anti-holi- 
mess believers would beif he had belonged to 
them. In fact, if Mr. Turner had been more fully, 
committed to us than he was, he would today be 


a live man.,”’ 
“Crazy, indeed,’’ said Mr. Parks, in a meditative 


way. “Why, don’t you know that somé of these 
folks call me crazy. Every earnest man is not a 
crazy man. From information I have gathered 
concerning Mr. Turner, he was a victim of melan- 
choly, and declared to his wife that he had begui 
his ministerial lifein despair. His father was one 
of the celebrities of Turnwold,Putnam county; his 
mother a Dennis. Heis a nephew of Putnam’s rep- 
resentative in the legislature,Hon.John T. Dennis, 
and is related to hundreds of the most respectable 
Citizens of Georgia. He grew up in Eatonton, re- 

ted by all, and his career as a student at Em- 
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his former fellow citizens. ‘‘Let 

it be said in the same columns which have 
given such wide circulation to his sad death, that 
he was in poor health; had for years been the vic- 
tim of dyspepsia, and been subject to seasons of 
' great depressior of his mental powers. Whenever 
he was pastor of acircuit,that is of country church 
es, requiring horse-back riding to discharge his 
duties, his health became comparatively good, 
bat when he was stationed, that is was the ?pastor 
of but one churchina town or village, his studi- 
ous habits tempted him to neglect physical exer- 


cise, and he became dyspeptic and Hable to these 


fearful attacks of melancholy,the last one of which 
deravged his mind and drove him to the commis- 
sion olself murder. He was gentle, affectionate, 
pure, faithful ro every trust, and in the highest 
sense ofthe word a Christian gemutleman. His 
tender solicitude, even when driven by despair to 
suicide, lest his young, sweet wife should be 
blamed for his unhappiness; his clear, explicit 
charge to his brother to pay his small debts, that 
might be overlooked, and were so smail that 
kind friends and brethren might not present 
them for payment, shows something of the’ man, 
He was a great favorite with his ministerial 
brethren, and hisdeath is a serious loss to the 
Metbodist church in Georgia. We have not the 
heart for one word of criticism—nothing but tears 
to shed at the greve of our dear friend and brother, 
’ Mike Turner. May the greatand good God help 
the stricken wife and the sister and brothers ”’

WHAT DOES IT ALL AMOURT TO? 

Evidently the question of entire sanctification, 
as an element of discussion in Methodist circles, is 
aggressive and bold. Its advocates will not be put 
down, but claim that they are the simon-pure 
Methodists, and insist that all others must come 
to them. In the Gainesville district for 
instance, fifty preachers have expressed their ex- 
perience“of sanctification. Beforejlong this will 
be true of ev ry district in the state. It is easy to 
see from Mr. Dodge’s manner that he is earnest, 
and intends to carry the campaign on for all it is 
worth. While the doctrine of sanctification, as 
outlined above, is shorn of the features which 
have called for public criticism, it must be re- 
membered that the gentlemen interviewed repre- 
sent the intelligent wing of the holiness school, 
and that the other and less intelligent wing is 
guilty of many extravagant claims. Viewing the 
whole matter in the lightof common sense and 
religious decorum, the writer cannot do better 
than repeat a declaration made to him by the late 
Bishop Pierce, a short while before his death. as 
follows: 

The subject of sanctification or Christian per- 
fection or holiness, has been the matter of con- 
troversy in the church from Wesley’s day down to 
the present. The great difficulty has been, not an 
actual disagreementupon the subject itself, as in 
the attempt to define what is undefinable. To 
convey an idea in precise terms, what is a matter 
of factand of feeling rather than of doctrine, is 
always sure toconfuse the common mind, and to 
provoke controversy. The scriptures unquestion- 
ably teach that holiness of heart and of life is an 
essential to salvation. But to express exactly 
what-it is, how it is to be obtained, would be to 
any man a very foolish undertaking. There 
are general views of the subject, in which all, I 
think may harmonize, I rejoice in the recent 
revival of this subject, and while Ido not agree 
with the views or methods of its modern vo- 


cates in all respects.I think the agitation has 
done and is doinggood. It has ledto inguiry, 


great many to seek a higher lifeand a deeper re- 
ligious experience. Good has been accOmplished 
and more general good will follow, if its peculiar 
adyocates areprudent and judicious in their 
ee ms and are faithful to their own profes- 
sions. I think that if less was said in the way of 
personal claims and professions, and the doctrine 
left to- the vindicate itself by the livesof those 
who are the subjects of this work of grace, it would 
be better for all. concerned. A preacher may 
present the truth and enforce it 
and commend it, deriving his arguments from his 
own experience, as illustrative of scriptural 
preaching, without claiming himself to be an 
example of it. I believe in holiness, and have 
struggled through life to illustrate it in spirit and 
in conversation, but have never felt called by the 
spirit toavow those high attainments which some 
of my brethren report concerning themselves. I 
do not discredit their testimony, nor deny the 
facie of their experience, but think it more mod- 
estand humble, saying less of one’s self, and 
leaving character to the judgment of the churca 
and the world.

it may fairly be said that there is no for- 
eign or domestic immigration into the south. 
Florida and Texas are, it is true, securing 
some accessions from the northern states and 
from across the water; but the south, asa 
whole, shows no net gain on account of the 
movements of population. As many Virgin- 
ians and Kentuckeans and Missourians move 
into northern states as the entire’ south gets 
from those states.

The account is just about bal- 
anced as each federal census istaken; and 
we are, therefore, justified in saying that 
there is not any domestic immigration into 
the south, 

Nor is there any foreign immigration. 
When the last census was taken Texas con- 
tained 35,347 natives of Germany; but neither 
the census nor personal observation shows 
any steady stream of foreign immigration to 
any part of the south. The foreign-born 
population of Georgia is wonderfully. small, 
scarcely exceeding 10,000, or less than many 
@ ward in several northern cities contains, 


‘Texas alone excepted, the fortune of Georgia 


is the fortune of the remainder of the south- 
ern country. 

- Now, why isthis? Itcan not be because, 
#6 is alleged, people ‘‘move west on the same 
parallel of latitude;’’ for Germans do not 
hesitate to settle in Texas, nor Tennesseeans 
in Illinoie, nor Italians in Massachusetts. 
‘The climate of Italy is not unlike that of 
Georgia or Tennessee, and yet the Italian 
immigration, which is annually increasing, 
seeks the northern states, where these people 
encounter severer winters than they ever ex- 
perienced in their native land.

Despicabie as it may appear in com- 
parison with the white man’s pitiless, intol- 
erant and intelligent aggressiveness, it en- 
ables him not only to repel white immigrants 
from regions occupied by himself, but even 
to usurp warm, rich, flat regions owned and 
possessed by whites and gradually dispossess 
them. Itis probably the black man that 
forbids immigration into the southern states, 
and the fact involves the whole interesting 
problem of the future of these states.” 

The views of the Republican should not be 
dismissed without consideration. If white 
people are barred away by the blacks—if 
that is the real difficulty in soliciting immi- 
gration—we should so understand it. Noth- 
ing can be gained by going along without a 
clear understanding of the situation, and it 
is possible the Republican presentsa modi- 
cum of truth. Its conclusions should not, 
however, be applied to the upland sections 
of the south, no matter how applicable they 
may be to its coast and 1 river territory. 

THE INDIAN TROUBLES. 

General Sheridan has gone to the frontier, 
and every available soldier is to follow him. 
All the warlike Indians of the plains are dis- 
contented. The murderous Apaches under 
Geronimo left a trail of blood across our 
southwestern territory when they fied from 
the rations of the Indian agents to the wilds 
of northern Mexico. The Utes of Colorado 
are aroused on account of the brutal murder 
of some of their tribe. The Cheyennes of 
the Indian territory are hemmed in by cattle 
kings and heayily armed cowboys, and they 
prefer flight to starvation and gradual ex- 
tinction. Once upon the warpath none of 
these Indians distinguish between the men 
who have goaded them to desperation and the 
men, women and children who have done 
them no wrong. If indeed they would pun- 
ish only their persecutors, there would be 
many who would wish them hand and foot 
free; but, alas! the Indian, away from his 
reservation, considers all whites as his ene- 
mies, and his vengeance shocks the civilized 
world. 

While the president is preparing to re- 
strain and control the Indians, let -us 
hope he will not overlook the cattle 
kings who have practically confiscated 
the lands set apart by the govern- 
ment for their support. The farmers of 
Kansas and Missouri who sought new homes 
in Oklahoma, were driven back by General 
Hatch’s cavalry, and the same oflicer was or- 
dered to rid the coveted district of cattlemen, 
but for some unexplained reason this has 
not been done.

SOME years ago Senator Voorhees expressed the 
opinion that state prohibition laws were of doubt- 
ful constitutionality, but this view has heretofore 
found very slight favor. The Rochester, N. Y., 
Union now comes to the front with the positive 
declaration that power to prohibit the liquor 
traffic bas been prohibited to the states by the 
provisions of the fourteémth amendment to the 
federal constitution. The Union declares that 
this is the logical outcome of the 
recent decisions of the New York 
court of appeals im the oleomargarine 
case. It is also worthy of note that a recent de- 
cision of the highest state court of Dlinois is in 
accord with this opinion. Our New York contem- 
porary, which by the way has the reputation of 
handling constitutional questions with knowl- 
edge and ability, goes on tosay that prohibition 
by state enactment is just as dead as slavery. If 
this position is correct, the sooner the people 
know it the better. But is it correct? For thirty- 


five years the right of a state to prohibit the. 


liquor traffic has been generally recognized. Some 
states enact prohibitory laws, others adopt anti- 
liquor amendments to their constitutions, and 
others allow local prohibition,as in Georgia, under 
the local option plan. Are all or any of these en- 
actments null and void? A fairand full discus- 
sion of this question isnow inorder. The men 
who plant themselves upon the federal constitu- 
tion in their endeavor to roll back the tide of 
prohibition sentiment will have to 
make out a very strong case if they 
expect to be heard with patience. Even with the 
unconstitutionality of prohibition clearly made 
out, the temperance people of the country will be 
able to carry their point by adopting the high 
license system. A very high license brings about 
the same results as an jron-clad prohibition law.

.modern communities, drunkenness is the most 


dangerous and destructive. The habit is 
under the ban of both human and divine law, 
but our laws are not enforced as they should be. 
It is worse than useless to make a practice of ar- 
resting poor men and vagabonds when they are 
drunk if cengrersmen, generais and millionaires 
are to be spared, Makea clean sweep of them 
all, urges the Washington doctor, and the evil 
will be greatly diminished. There ig some 
force in all this, but it dces not touch the cases of 
the large classes with whom the craving for liquor 
is a disease ora mania. If these men are the vic- 
tims of a disease, perhaps inherited, what sense or 
justice is there in punishing them? They are net 
proper objects for the penal terrors of the law.

The interviews concerning the John H.

UNDERFED CONVIOTS. 


Hop. James M Smith, of Oglethorpe, Before 
the Governor Yesterday. 
Yesterday Senator James M. Smith was be- 
fore the governoron charges of improper 
management of convicts. About the last of 
May his convict camp in Oglethorpe became 
bad. There had been an epidemic of measles 


in the camp and’ ., was throughout all thet 
section of country. The officers oi the veni- 
tentiary feared thatthe regulations for tie 
health of the convicts were not being properly 
carried out im view of the number in the hos- 
pital. Underthe circumstances the lessees 
were cited to appear before the governor 
on the 25th of June to give an account of the 
management. On that day they appeared, 
but the attorney general telegraphed from 
Macon that he was sick in bed, and could not 
be present, and the managers of the camp 
submitted evidence to show that there had 
been a rapid improvement in the health of 
the prisoners, and that the regulations of the 
department as to diet and government of con- 
victs in other particulars were being strictly 
enforced, and asked that a further hearing be 
postponod until yesterday. The government 
wes satisfied that the well be- 
ing of the convicts would 
not be endangered in any way by the post- 
ponement, and granted the request. The 
physician of the penitentiary immediately 
aiterward visited the camp and reported that 
the condition of the convicts as to health had 
materially impraved, and he had reason te 
believe, if the same watchfulnes and care was 
continued, the camp would soon be restored to 
its usual health. This has been known as one 
of the healthiest camps in the. penitentiary, 
having been established for several years, and 
there having occurred but three deaths in 
that time, and but one of those from disease 
contracted in camp. 

Yesterday the matter came up for hearing. 
The parties appeared before the governor, 
aitorney general and principal keeper and 
assistant keeper of the penitentiary. The 
governor passed the following order: 

The case involving complaints of improper treat- 
ment of convicts at Camp Ogiethorpe having 
come up regularly fora hearing this day, and it 
appearing that it any irregularities have existed 
they haye been remedied; and that 
the camp is now undergoing improvements 
of an entirely srtisfactory nature, and the gover- 
nor believing from the statements of Hon. James 
M. Smith, who is in charge of the convicts at said 
camp, and especially in view of the exemplary 
manner in which he has heretofore managed and 
treated the convicts under his control, that what- 
ever irregularity, ifany may have heretofore ex: 
isted, were without the knowledgeand consent 
and against the orders of said Smith, it is there- 
fore ordered that the case be dismissed. 3 

Dr. Westmoreland, physician to the peni- 
tiary, was asked about the matter, and said: 

“‘Colonel Towers visited the camp and found 
improper and insufficient diet. He ordered a 
change in affairs. In two weeks I visited the 
camp and found thedefect not corrected. The 
convicts were, by no means, ina satisfactory 
condition. In one week there were twenty- 
eight in the hospital out of 110. The physical 
condition of the convicts showed their diet 
was insufficientand impreper. These facts it 
was my duty to report to the governor, and I 
did so at once. I found the condition of the 
camp entirely changed on my second visit, 
and the convicts in excellent condition.” 


THE ATLANTA BARBRACAS., 


General Hancock’s Recommendations Sent 
to the Secretary of War, 

General Hancock has made up his mind as 
to what he thinks had best be done about the 
establishment ef the barracks near Atlanta. 
He has submitted his full reports on the 
matter to the secratary of war, 
who, it is thougdt, will give the 
subject an early consideration. Nobody 
knows what General Hancock has advised in 
his report and nothing will probably be known 
definitely until the secretary of war acts. 
While he was in the city he made some gen- 
eral statements about the location of the bar- 
racks. The general thinks they should 
be several miles from the city, on a line of 
raiJroad, and near a bold stream of water. He 
said that several eligible sites were shown him 
around Atlanta and that it would be no easy 
matter to choose the most desirable of these. 
The careful and patient investigations made by 
General Hancock almost every day during 
his three weeks’ stay in Atlanta enabled him 
to see pretty well “how the land lies’’ about
